mer of travel and study abroad. 


They will attend the Catholic 


summer school of European affairs to be held at the University of 


Fribourg in Fribourg, Switzerland, 
July 18 to Aug. 27. 

Designed to provide Catholic, and 
especially American Catholics, with 
an opportunity to have first hand con- 
tact with European conditions through 
Catholic eyes, the school has set up a 
series of courses, lectures and seminars 
on the basic problems of Europe.

The significance of the academic 
tradition of giving awards was cx- 
plained by Sister Mary Anne Leone, 
B.V.M., president of the college, in 
her final address of the year to the stu- 
dent body on the occasion of the Hon- 
ors Convocation May 12. 

“The giving of awards for out- 
standing achievement has always 
been held in esteem,” Sister Mary 
Anne Leone told the students. 
“Whether it be a trophy to com- 
memorate an athletic feat, a dis. 
tinguished service cross to signalize 
military distinction, or a gold key to 
symbolize intellectual and cultural 
attainment, the idea behind the 
award is the same, that of giving 
outward testimony to personal ex- 
excellence. 

Recognize Worth 

“An honor is essentially a recogni- 
tion of what the recipient is,” Sister 
continued, “rather than a tribute to 
something that he possesses. Unless 
you are someone, intrinsically worthy 
of praise, an_ honor conferred upon 
you is meaningless, useless. An honor 
cannot make you honorable; it can 
only confirm the fact that you are 
worthy of being honored.” 

Sister Mary Anne Leone spoke of 
life as a testing ground and pointed 
out that it takes self-denial to measure 
up, day after day, to the demands of 
scholarship, of leadership and charac- 
ter and service. 

“You are today a college student,” 
she remarked.
